Giving a technical explanation of 
tile action of the carbonates of lime 
and magnesia when the w ater is heat­ 
ed to a tem perature of 212, the speak­ 
er adduced the conclusion th at five 
grains would remain in the boiler. 
Thus in a 100-horse-power boiler oper­ 
ated for 24 hours one might expect 
23 pounds of lime and magnesia to 
be deposited In the receptacle, while 
in 30 days 690 pounds would accum ­ 
ulate.
